Where has good design gone? 


“Reflecting on the state of our built environment, I 
have to wonder: Where has good design gone? 

Especially in the United States, we seem to be fast- 
forwarding into a landscape that grows increasingly 
homogenous, isolating, and dispiriting. Why do we 
essentially replicate the one model that, although it 
demands the lowest initial cost, ends by using up the 
very resources that we require to build our civilization?” 


This is the first paragraph of a seven-page article in 
the Summer 1998 edition of Design Management 
Journal. Written by Virginia architect Kim Schaefer, 
this article — titled “Sustainable by Design” — is a 
carefully considered look at learning to design 
sustainably and the consequences of failing to do so.

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Interns in limbo no more ? 


An intern last year came to the BSA for assistance 
when the firm for which he was working on a 
temporary placement basis would not sign off on his 
IDP training certificate. The firm argued that the 
intern was not an employee and therefore the firm 
principal could not sign the IDP form as an 
employer. 


At one point it was thought that perhaps this intern’s 
placement service, in this case the BSA-related 
Consulting For Architects, should be viewed as the 
employer and therefore the authorized signator on 
the intern’s IDP forms. However, it was and is clear 
that CFA in this case is serving solely as a placement 
service and the intern is not employed by CFA. 
Indeed, the IRS and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of Employment and 
Training ruled in 1992 and 1994, respectively, that 
CFA clearly is not the employer of the design 
professionals it places. 


Recently, another intern facing this same dilemma 
filed another appeal with the National Council of 
Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB). In its 
ruling on this case, NCARB took, in the eyes of 
many, the convincing position (unlike the IRS and 
the Massachusetts Department of Employment and 
Training) that the intern probably should be 
considered an employee of the design firm in most 
cases and that, in any case, the intern should not be 
the one punished for the employer's (the design 
firm's) possible violation of labor laws by failing to 
treat temporary or part-time help as employees. 
Consequently, NCARB now will accept IDP training 
credit from interns who can show that they are 
subject to the control of their supervisors in the 
design firm and are treated as employees except for 
tax purposes. 


While this NCARB ruling is of major significance 
for interns, it again underscores the persistent 
dilemma the profession faces when design firms fail 
to adhere to labor law requirements that define and 
distinguish between employees and independent 
contractors. Are you violating the “independent 
contractor” law? You may well be; it is apparently 
(and sadly) not uncommon. A recent issue of “San 
Diego Architect,” the newsletter of the AIA Chapter 
in San Diego, included an article titled “20 Factors 
in Determining the Status of an Independent 
Contractor/Employee.” For a copy of this checklist

Bringing sole practitioners 
together: mentors and local 
networks 


Until last year, sole practitioners gathered monthly at 
the BSA in Boston to share management, marketing, 
and other practice information. The goal was to 
provide sole practitioners with a powerful network of 
peers under the heading of the Sole Practitioners 
Committee. 


It worked for quite a while but the difficulty of 
coming to Boston for many practitioners in the 
western suburbs and on the north and south shores 
eventually led to the demise of the Sole Practitioners 
Committee. 


Several steps are being taken to provide the kinds of 
resources the Committee tried to provide over the 
past decade. For example, a new Residential 
Design Marketing Group has formed in the past 
few months to focus specifically on new markets, 
new services, new forms of collaboration and similar 
needs of firms that do residential work (including, of 
course, sole practitioners and small firms); see the 
story on the facing page. 


Two other initiatives are now being implemented. 
One is a mentoring system proposed by many 
members and most recently by Jennifer Rugg AIA of 
Skinner Hill Architects in Roslindale. The goal is to 
provide a resource to which sole practitioners and 
others could go with specific architectural questions 
ranging from technical to zoning to design issues. 
Many design firm principals in large firms and mid- 
sized firms already have expressed a willingness to 
serve as mentors of this kind by providing telephone 
advice or person-to-person assistance when necessary. 
All you have to do to take advantage of this resources 
is call the BSA at 617-951-1433x232. 


A second proposal, this one from Allen Hill AIA in 
Winchester, resuscitates the notion of local design 
networks centered in a variety of communities 
outside of Boston. Jon Woodman AIA several years 
ago established such a monthly lunch group in 
Newburyport and similar informal networks have 
come and gone in several other communities over 
the years. The BSA is now serving as the 
information clearinghouse for designers throughout 
the state who are looking for networks in their 
communities...or anxious to create such networks 
themselves. The intent is to begin to schedule 
monthly breakfasts or lunches or after-hours 
networks in your community that include 
professional development opportunities, the 
opportunity to discuss design, or informal 
opportunities to widen your network. If you are 
interested in becoming part of this local network 
initiative, call Richard Fitzgerald at the BSA (617- 
951-1433x232) and we will provide resources, 
mailing services, organizing assistance, and whatever 
else you need to help get such an effort off the 
ground.

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BCDC honored with BSA‘s 
Commonwealth Award 


The Boston Civic Design Commission (BCDC) has 
been named the 1998 recipient of the BSA’s 
Commonwealth Award, which is presented annually 
to acknowledge an uncommonly positive influence 
on our built environment and on public awareness of 
the public’s role in shaping that environment. The 
award will be presented at the public meeting of the 
BCDC at 5:30 pm on January 5 in the Kane 
Simonian Room in Boston City Hall. Joan Goody 
FAIA, Chair of the BCDC, invites all ChapterLetter 
readers to the awards presentation and to remain 


afterward to watch the BCDC in action. 


The BCDC, a division of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA), is the city-wide design review body 
charged with the preservation and enrichment of 
Boston's built environment. With 11 members who 
are appointees of the Mayor and serve varying terms, 
it is the single public body with citywide overview 
responsibility for design in Boston. The BCDC was 
a brainchild of the BSA’s Urban Design Committee 
in the late 1970s and then Mayor Ray Flynn and 
Stephen Coyle’s BRA established it in the mid-1980s. 
In addition to Goody, the BCDC’s current members 
are Curtis Davis AIA, Michael Davis AIA, Bill Rawn 
FAIA, Ed Tsoi FAIA, Kirk Sykes AIA, Carol R. 
Johnson FASLA, and four public members appointed 
by the Mayor. 


The BSA’s Commonwealth Award also was 
established in the 1980s specifically to recognize 
extraordinary contributions to the preservation and 
enrichment of the environment in the 
Commonwealth. Public agencies, educational 
programs, publications, public events and almost any 
institutional process that significantly affects the built 
environment in Massachusetts is eligible for this 
award. The BCDC was selected this year for its 
extraordinary and continuing commitment to the 
preservation and enhancement of the urban 
environment that gives Boston its vivid sense of place.

Tseckares takes over; Board 
addresses budget and 
legislative issues

column throughout 1999. 


At recent meetings, the BSA Board of Directors: 


# Commended outgoing President Peter Kuttner 
AIA of Cambridge Seven Associates for his 
extraordinary leadership during 1998, a period that 
included the publication of the new BSA magazine, 
ArchitectureBoston, the return of the BSA 
ChapterLetter to monthly publication, the creation 
of the SeaPort Focus Team that has drawn broad 
public praise for its work (led by Todd Lee FAIA and 
Constance Bodurow, Assoc. AIA/AICP), and a good 
deal more (see Kuttner’s own summation of his 
presidency on p. 11). The Board also praised the 
contributions of Carol Burns AIA, Diane 
Georgopulos AIA, Roger Goldstein FAIA, and 
Robert Miklos AIA whose terms also expired in 
1998. The Board took special note of the work 
outgoing Treasurer Paul Nakazawa AIA has done in 
restructuring the financial operations of the BSA 
over the past four years.
